Antarctic Land Links Sought. 


Advance stories sent by Mr.

ON THE TRAIL AT 81 DEGREES 
SOUTH LATITUDE, No. 3.—Under 
an overcast sky which cast no shad- 
ows, we retraced our steps through 
the treacherous area of broken ice 
south of Dept. No. 3 today and 
camped 160 miles from Little Amer- 
ica with our mission completed and 
all our obstacles behind us. 

The haze blotted out the broken 
features of the mountains of ice, but 
it did not hide the trail or the patches 
of blue light around which it would | 
have been suicide to have attempted 
to travel for the first time on a day 
like this. But we had tested every 


| foot of the trail on our way south 


and we felt that we were compara- 
tively safe in our own tracks. 

We had considered delaying our 
return until the visibility improved, 
but the fog, which had closed in an 
hour after we had found our way 
through the maze of crevasses on 
Oct. 30, had not entirely disappeared 


and there was every indication of a 
prolonged period of poor visibility. 

Had we not found our way through | 
to firm ice on the south side of the 
pressure when we did, we _ should 
still have been camped in the nest 
of hollow haycocks in the centre of 
the disturbed areas. 


Crack Opened Under Sledges. 

In our first two camps south of 
the pressure area, we heard an al- 
most continuous rumble of cracking 
ice. During the first night on the 
apparently solid barrier to the south, 
we awoke to find that a narrow

We paused once to look down. The 
fantastic blue darkened into purple, 
then to black. A few yards more 
and another blue line appeared. 

Bursey’s leader tried to jump but 
the trace caught and he dropped in. 
We stopped and got him on safe 
ground again. 

Walden counted 200 crevasses 
which crossed two miles of our trail | 
through the heart of the disturbance. | 
He did not attempi to count the open | 
chasms everywhere to right and left, 
though many of them were so close 
that we could see where the blue 
merged into black. 

Tonight we are within an easy 
week’s march of Little America and 
Chasm Pass seems 
very much like a dream.

Gordon to Represent Us. 


The Americ2n Government will be

bassy in Paris and a diplomat of | 
long experience in*Europe, who has 
specialized in the economic problems 
confronting Americans on this side 
of the Atlantic. It is, perhaps, un- 
fortunate that America will not. be 
able to sign the projected convention, 
although the government will prob- 
ably be able to secure the benefits 
of the treaty for American citizens 
through other channels. 

However, Mr. Gordon will make a 
statement on behalf of the govern- | 
ment in which the equality of treat- | 
ment accorded to aliens in the United | 
States will.be emphasized. The, treat- | 
ment “of the foreigner “within our | 
gates compares most favorably with | 
the treatment given to foreigners by 
all the other nations. Exception | 
must be made in the case of Cali- | 
fornia and one or two other States | 
where aliens are prevented from buy- | 
ing real estate, but, generally speak- 
ing, foreign nations have little to| 
complain of unless the question of | 
tariffs is injected into the discus- | 
sions. This is always possible, since | 
the draft convention goes into the | 
commercial] phase of foreigners’ ac- | 
tivities abroad. | 

Russia Sends Observers. 


On the question of double taxation | 
the American representative may be 
in a position to make timely com- 
ment. Sixty protests have been filed 
at the Ministry of Finance by Amer- 
ican subsidiary concerns in France 
against the new system of imposing 
double taxation. If the system’ is | 
carried out, an additional: annual 
fiscal burden of $10,000,000 will >be 
levied on American capital invested | 
in this country.

BANK EXPERTS GET 
NEW TRUST DEED 


Plenary Session Spends Eight 
Hours on First Study of Draft | 
Aimed to Avoid Politics. 


GERMAN PAYMENTS DODGED

BADEN-BADEN, Nov. 4.—For the | 
first time in plenary session, the or- | 
ganizing committee of the Bank for 
International Settlements faced the 
problem of reparations division to- 
day, when ‘the sessions were resumed | 
after a four-day suspension. 

Sitting for nearly eight hours in 
two long meetings, the delegates 
went through a new draft of the 
trusteeship deed which, in their 
absence, had been completely re- 
vised by the subcommittee. The 
problem raised by this document re- 
vives the whole question of annu- 
ities and the evidence tonight shows | 
the committee finds the question just 
as vexing as it has been to previous 
conferences. 

Explaining the quandary, one dele- 
gate said that if the committee made 
the deed too broad and general, it | 
would not be protecting the interests 
of the bank, which must have a pre- 
cise, legal document. upon which to 
base its administration of reparation 
funds. If, on the other hand, they 
attempted to frame a document with 
minute and definite instruction as to 
sums and dates, they would immedi- 
ately find themselves lost in political 
quarrels, the solution of which the 
terms of the Young plan. and the} 
Snowden accord were much too! 
sketchy to settle. 

The committee has eliminated Ger- 
many’s side of the question by ex- 
cluding her from the trust agree- 
ment and allowing her obligations to 
be fixed by the Young plan and The 
Hague protocol. But the Germans 
wish the trust deed for reparation 
payments to be drawn up in a man-| 
ner that will not bind her, further 





than those two agreements, as to/|§ 


who shall make the sacrifice neces- | 
sary to conform to the Snowden 
agreement. France urges that the 
sum should come from the profits 
of the bank. The British have an- | 
other intrepretation and have adopted | 
Mr. Snowden’s tactics to get it car- 
ried out. 

All of these different views made 
hard going for the first reading of 
the new text today. But there was 
one sign of definite progress and 
thet is the fact that the draft com- 
mittee this week-end was able to 
reach accord. After spending the 
first three weeks of the conference 
on this question it reported it was 
not able to reach an agreement and | 
it was then that the full committee 
took the responsibility of eliminating 
the German payments question from 
the agenda. 

Proceeding on the new basis, the 
sub-committee worked for a week 
without reaching agreement and was 
instructed on Thursday to compile a 
new document, eliminating, as far as 
possible, political factors and making 
the trust deed a _ business docu- 
ment. A new draft was prepared 
and was ready to submit to the con- 
ference this morning. The day was 
spent in a study of it, article by 
article. Some of the articles were 
marked for revision, and the impres- 
sion tonight was that the work will 
take some days more. 

Several members of the committee 
for deliveries in kind, which has been 
meeting in Paris, arrived today, but 
found the organizing committee un- 
able as yet to meet them. The ques- 
tion of deliveries in kind is one of 
the most important items in the trust 
deed, and the bank committee will 
have to make its report accord with 
the findings of the separate commit- 
tee. Disappointment was expressed 
by the delegates of the committee for 
deliveries in kind when they found 
no day or hour could be set for dis- 
cussions, but that they will be obliged 
to wait for progress on the trust 
deed. 

Every effort will be made, how- 
ever, to push this rapidly, and there 
will be two plenary meetings daily 
through this week. 


BANS INDIA AIR PASSENGERS 


Imperial Airways, Changing Route, 
Won’t Take Them for Two Weeks. 
Wireless to THE New York Times. 
LONDON, Nov. 4.—As an indirect | 
result of the recent disaster in the 
Mediterranean, no passengers will be 
carried on the Indian air route for 
the next fortnight, the Imperial Air- 
ways announced today. Owing to 
damage to flying boats operating in | 
the Mediterranean section, it has | 
been necessary slightly to alter the | 
route with a resultant making of | 
adequate arrangements for new | 
stopping points, the crossing being 
changed from Genoa to Alexandria to | 
Saloniki to Alexandria. | 
It was pointed out today that offi- | 


cially the Imperial Airways never 
had accepted passengers on the India | 
route, for there had never been a 
formal opening of the service to the 

public and it had been an air mail 

line essentially. The mail service con- 

tinues as usual. The Air Ministry is 

assisting the Imperial Airways in 

lending a number of all-metal South- 

ampton-Napier service flying boats 

used in the transportation of mail 

until the other aircraft are replaced 

or repaired. 

In the House of Commons this 
afternoon Captain Wedgwood Benn, 
Secretary of State for India, said 
that the Indian Government had 
spent $1,200,000 up to last March on 
civil aviation, of which $150,000 was 
a contribution to the imperial air- 
ship scheme and the balance for 
ground organization. A further sum 
of $900,000 is provided for in the cur- 
rent year’s’ estimates, including 
$130,000 for a contribution to the 
cost of the proposed Karachi-Delhi 
service. 


MISS EARHART FLIES WEST. 


Stops at Allentown on Way to Call- 
fornia—Flies for St. Louis Today. 


ALLENTOWN, Pa., Nov. 4 ®.— 
Fmelia Earhart, the transatlantic 
ier, dropped in on this city this eve- 
wing on the first leg of an air jour- 
fey to California. She was the guest 


of Mrs. John H, Leh, wife of the for- 
mer stroke of Princeton’s famous 
championship crew, and herself a 
licensed air pilot. 

Miss Earhart and Mrs. Leh infor- 
mally discussed the proposed forma- 
tion of an association of women 
pilots, first steps for which were 
taken at a meeting Saturday in New 
York City. 

Miss Earhart intends to leave to- 
morrow morning, with St. Louis as 
her next objective.

D. A. R., Not Peace Societies. 





URGES FIGHT AGAINST WAR 


Protestant Federation Does Not 
Advocate Dismantling of Army, 
He Tells Minieters. 





Dr. Sidney lL Gulick, seoretary of 
the Commission on International Jus- 
tice and Good-Will of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, asserted yesterday that the 
American Legion, at its recent con- 
vention, should have asked for an in- 
vestigation of the Daughters of the | 
American Revolution instead of the 
Federal Council and nine other or- 
ganizations alleged to be engaged in 
propaganda tending to weaken the 
national defense. 

‘It is astonishing,’’ Dr. Gulick told 
100 ministers of the Reformed 
Church assembled in the Middle Col- 
legiate Reformed Church, Second 
Avenue and Seventh Street, ‘‘how 
certain parties have misunderstood 
the Federal Council. It has not ad- 
vocated a dismantled army and yet 
the D. A. R., the American Legion 
and Mr. Shearer keep attacking us | 
as if we favored a complete dis-| 
mantling of the army.’”’ 

Dr. Gulick said it would be ‘‘a very | 
interesting study’”’ to see ‘‘the money | 
connection’’ of those engaged in sup- 
plying the government with army 
equipment, such as clothes, boots and 
other paraphernalia. 

Dr. Gulick urged the cooperation 
ef all church organizations in the 
furtherance of international good- 
will, declaring that the Federal Coun- 
eil was a “‘partner with our govern- 
ment in this world movement for 
peace.”” He said the prohibition 
amendment was placed on the statute 


books by the unanimity of church 
members and could be repealed only 
by the Church’s influence. | 

“All of this fabulous wealth that 
has been put into national defense,’’ 
he thought, ‘‘should have been used 
for public welfare. There is a steady 
rising tide of knowledge and interest 
in the churches in international af- | 
fairs. If there is to be a unity of 
churches, it will be achieved by work- 
ing together in the common cause 
of peace.’’ | 

Dr. Gulick outlined a program for | 
the ministers to follow in furthering | 
world peace. He warned against ex-| 
cessive preaching on the subject of 
peace and thought occasional talks 
would be more effective. 

Dr. Gulick said there were two bills 








in Congress to allow conscription of 
all males and conscription of capital 
and labor in times of emergency. He 
urged the ministers to exert their in- 
fluence in opposition to such legisla- 
xen as ‘“‘subversive to American lib- 
erty.”’ 

The Rev. Lawrence H. French, 
chairman of the General Synod’s 
committee on education for world 
peace, presided. The meeting was 
under the auspices of the committee 
appointed in June at the General 
Synod of the Reformed Church in 
America.

In our opinion, the inter- 
state broadcasting of radio commu- 
nications is a species of interstate 
commerce, and, as such, is subject 
to Federa] regulation.

Congress has imposed upon the Fed-

THE HAGUE, Nov. 4.—The 
twenty-third game of the match for 
the chess championship of the world 
will be contested here tomorrow at 
the headquarters of the Interna- 
tional Chess Federation, with Dr.

It will conclude the series of six 


games of the match allotted to Hol- 
land. : 

Both Dr. Alekhine and E. D. Bogol- 
jubow of Triberg, the challenger, 
have arrived here and, after a day 
of rest, are eager to resume the 
series. Shortly_after the appearance 
on the scene, Bogoljubow, who has 
charge of the business arrangements 
in connection with the contest, re- 
ceived word from Wiesbaden, where 
the match was started early in Sep- 
tember, that the two masters are ex- 
pected there this week-end and that 
the twenty-fourth game had been 
scheduled for 2 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon, That will mark the beginning 
of the final stage of the match. 

At present the score stands at 11 
to 5 in favor of Dr. Alekhine, with 
six games drawn. Of the five games 
played thus far in this country, 
three were won by Dr. Alekhine, one 
by oljubow and one was drawn. 
In total points Dr. Alekhine leads by 
14 to 8.

MIAMI DECREE CHEERS 


FLORIDA BONDHOLDERS | 


Owners of Lake Worth Issue, 
in Default, Are Upheld on 
Validity and Payments. 


Of importance tothe holders of bonds 
of certain municipalities in Florida 
which are now in default, were pri- 


vate advices received here yesterday 
from Miami that Federal Judge Hal- 
stead L. Ritter had upheld the con- 
tention of the owners of $2,150,000 
Lake Worth (Fila.) improvement 
bonds regarding the validity of the 
issue, which has been in default some 
time.

Judge Ritter struck out the amend- 
ed answer of the municipality, which 
endeavored to show that the bonds

tion; the maximum under the town’s 
jcharter. Judge Ritter approved the 
;recommendation of the special mas- 
ter, L. M. Studstill, that a balance

Wreckers Clearing Last Part of Site | 


for New Waldorf-Astoria. 


Work of demolishing the last of 
the old buildings in the block 
between Park and Lexington Ave- 
nues, Forty-ninth to Fiftieth Streets, 
to make way for the new Waldorf- 
got under way yes- 
terday when the Albert A. Volk Com- 
pany started tearing down the New 
York Central’s boiler plant there. 

The demolition job presents un- 
usual difficulties, according to Mr. 


Volk, because the building stands 
directly over the tracks of the rail- 
road and care must be exercised to 
prevent interference with trains. The 
problem of destruction is further 
complicated by the presence in the 
structure of twelve large boilers
